Senator Wolcott introduced a bill to 
make applicable certain sections of the 
revised statutes, so that hereafter the 
coinage of gold and silver may be car- 
ried on at the Branch Mint at Denver.

A 
body guard of 200 of his supporters, 
the Parnell! leadership committee and 
other deputations from Dublin were 
there to receive him. Dr. Fitzgerald, 
Mr. Leamy, Heriry Barrington and 
Edward Harrington were the first 
members of Parnell’s party to leave 
the steamer, and they were loudly 
cheered. Timothy Healy, Maurice 
Healy and Mr. Kenny, opponents of 
Parnell, traveled in the same boat. 
As they came ashore they were eub- 
jected to hostile demonstrations by the 
crowd, while there were shouts for 
Parnell mingled with cheers for Mrs. 
O’Shea. | 


Parnell was the last to quit the boat. 
As he proceeded to the train the crowd 
became enthusiastic in their demon- 
strations, and he was cheered again 
and again. A number of addresses 
were presented to him, in reply to 
which he expressed thanks for his 
welcome, and said he did not fear the 
result of the ight; that he never led 
the Irish party wrong in the past and 
would not in the future. 


The train then pulled out, and after 
a short run arrived at Dublin, where 
a large crowd was assembled. As soon 
as the train stopped Timothy Healy 
hurriedly descended from the coach 
and entered a cab and was driven 
away. He was recognized by the 
crowd, however, before he reached the 
cab, and was greeted with groans and 
shouts of Chief Justice Healy. 


The crowd was so dense that it was 
with some difficulty that Parnell made 
his way through. Finally he reached 
a cab, which he entered with Joseph 
E. Kenny, when the crowd surrounded 
the cab, unharnessed the horses and 
pulled him through the dark streets 
until they reached Kenny’s house. 
As the cab rolled along the streets the 
crowd followed singing ‘‘God Save 
Ireland.“ Parnell gave active exer- 
cise to a dozen stalwart policemen who 
followed. Upon his arrival at Kenny’s 
house Parneli made a brief speech to 
the crowd. Later in the day he will 
attend a meeting of a committee of the 
National League. 


Dumm, Dec. 10.—The newspaper 
United Ireland has got into trouble 
through its persistent advocacy of the 
retirement of Parnell, who is one of 
the directors of the company owning 
the paper. Acting in that capacity 
he to-day seized the paper, stopped the 
issue of the current edition and ejected 
acting editor Bodkin. Parnell’s agent 
has taken possession of the paper. 

When Bodkin entered the office he 
found Parnell in possession. Parnell, 
in the presence of the directors, read 
the articles of association under which 
the company was organized, and then 
ordered the Sheriff to eject Bodkin. 
The latter made an ineffectual resist- 
ance. A desperate row occurred in 
the down-stairs office between the 
Sheriff’s officers and the sub-editors. 
Sticks and stools were used and the 
air was filled with flying missles. 
Finally, after a sharp and fierce 
struggle, the sub-editors were put out 
of the building. 

The news of the seizure created a 
great excitement, and a mob sur- 
rounded the office. 

Parnell later addressed the staff, the 
members of which promised to serve 
him during the remainder of the crisis. 
Parnell placed Leamy in charge of the 


paper. 

It is stated that Parnell owns 374 
of the 500 shares of the capital stock 
of the company. Dr. Joseph E. 
Kenny, Justin McCarthy and the re- 
mainder of the editors who were 
ejected will sue Parnell for assault.

A Suggestion. 


What's everybody's business is 
nobody’s business is an old and 
trite saying. Without some con- 
certed action on the part of our 
people we cannot expect to enlist 
capital in any enterprise within 
our border, for we have no one to 
call the attention of capital seeking 
investment, and it is not eager 
to come into a State that bas been 
dwindling in population when 
taxes are high without an invita- 
tion. We think the Legislature 
could put in a week profitably by 
devoting iteelf to studying, up 
some kind of a rec'amation scheme 
that is feasible,and appointing a 
committee to lay the project before 
capital, and in that way set the 
ball in motion. Mostassuredly we 
will not have much attention paid 
to us with California, Oregon, 
Washington, Montana, Idaho, Col- 
orado and Wyoming all working 
to build up their sections, and 
offering capital every inducement 
to invest. We have got to make a 
beginning some time if we ever 
expect to amount to anything, so 
why not begin now? We simply 
throw this out as a hint to the 
Legislature that something should 
be done. We believe that if the 
State would take held of the ma- 
ter henestly, with a fixed and 
steady purpose to bring it about, 
much good would come of such a 
movement. We have not money 
of our own, and our rich men 
show ne disposition to help us 
out,so we have got to reach the 
eye aud ear of outside money. If 
every one in the State had done as 
much towards bringing in foreign 
capital as the press has done, Ne- 
vada would be knee-deep with the 
dollars of our daddies, and we 
would not only produce what we 
consume, but a good deal more, 
and be supplying other States with 
what they cannot raise.

EVIDENTLY the silver men in 
Congress mean business this win- 
ter. They are, says the Salt Lake 
Tribune, determined to bring 
around free coinage.

She is about 
six feet tall, with a physique that many 
a strong man would envy. She was 
born in County Leitrem, Ireland. 

When “Bill's” first wife died there 
were many stories floating around 
among the regulation gossips concern- 
ing the wealth that she had left behind 
her in her little apartments over the 
blacksmith shop. According to the 
stories she was one of those people who 
are said to deny themselves the pleas- 
ures of life and hoard up ‘in mysterious 
hiding-places bags of yellow gold, and 
in the still hours of night find consola- 
tion in fondling the shiny picces. 

Some believed these stories, for it was 
well known that the old blacksmith 
worked early and late at his forge and 
always had lots of work to do. He was 
known to be of a saving disposition, and 
it was said that his wife, having passed 
the allotted threescore and ten line, de- 
termined that, when her somewhat 
younger husband should find himself 
alone and bentduwn with the results of 
hard work, he would not want for plen- 
ty to eat or a place to lay his head if 
money could procure them. 

Avcording to the stories that have be- 
come a chapter in the “Old Settlers’ 
Biographical History of Events from 
Personal Knowledge.“ when she died 
there was great excitement on the 
“Hill.” She had left relatives of vari- 
ous generations, and it is said that, sev- 
cral thousand dollars having been dis- 
covered, a good many people shared it 
besides the old blacksmith. Since then, 
owing to the effects of competition, 
„Bill“ bas not done the rushing busi- 
ness he did formerly, and then, too, he 
is notable to work as hard as before. 


His present wife learned of this change 
of affairs and without standing on cere- |

It was made from the round of a com- 
mon wooden chair, and was as finely fin- 
isbed as any key could be. The flanges 
for turning the lock had been made out 


| of another piece of wood, and neatly 


fitted in. 

“That was the work of a French burg- 
lar we had in here about nine years 
ago,” said the jailer. It is the key to 
the elevator, and works better than our 
own. How be got the stuff I don't know, 
but be managed to secure the wood and 
whittle it out. He never had a chance 
to use it, however, for I discovered it in 
time and took possession. Here is another 
key that was made for the elevator by 
the notorious Alex McKay. This is of 
zinc, and was a harder job for the maker 
than the wooden one.” The key was 
another fine piece of mechanism, being 
made from achunk of zine that had been 
cut into the right shape with a pocket- 
knife. 

The jailer bad no lack of these keys— 
some made from zinc, others tin, iron 
and wood, and one curious-looking key 
had been made from a little tin tube 
and piece of wood. Another one was 
composed of the wire of a peach basket 
and the handle of a pail. They were all 
marvels in the locksmith line, and 
showed the ingenuity of the men who 
had made them. Common table-knives 
were so notched up as to be made keys, 
and pocket-knives were also called into 
| requisition. Most of the keys were in- 
tended for the elevator, and Jailer Folz 
explained why that was so. 

„It would do them no good to make 

keys for their cell doors, andthey never 
attempt it. Even were the doors not 
locked they could not getout. A long 
od runs the entire length of each row 
f cells over the door, preventing it 
rom being opened exvept when the rod 
s raised, which is done at the end by 
me of the guards, who twists up a 
Drake- wheel. This brake- wheel is locked, 
and whenever the cell doors are closed 
and the rod lowered the prisoners are 
fast within. But if, during the day- 
time, they can get the elevator open 
they can get down to the kitchen, come 
up through the lgundry, out into the 
office, and then take their chances of 
getting past the man at the door. If 
the move was made at night and the 
man on guard at the door was over- 
powered the scheme would work. Some 
years ago a scheme was concocted by 
which a number of prisoners were to 
escape. The ring-leaders planned to 
have a smal! explosion take place in the 
west end of the jail. and while the 
guards would make a rush to see what 
was the matter, a certain number were 
to take one of these elevator keys. go 
down that way and make a dash for lib- 
erty. The plan was feasible. but we 
nipped it in the bud and had the ring- 
‘eaders in the dungeon before they 
cnew what the matter was. 

Another time two prisoners escaped 
Dy cutting through the ceiling 
getting out on the roof, but they were 
“aptured two days later. A number of 
the prisoners here at times cut out the 
sinc from their ventilators, hoping to 
get down through that way. Any num- 
ber of fruitless efforts are being made, 
and we have to be continually on the
